Another of their objects is to find ont the fathers of illegiti- 
mate children, and persuade them to sign a form of agreement 
which has been carefully drawn hy Counsel, binding themselves 
to contribute towards the cost of tho maintenance, of tho child. . 
Or, failing Uii& v sbonld the evidence be sufilclent, they try to ob-" 
tain affiliation orders against such fathers in & Magistrates 1 Court. . 
Here I may state that tho nmuimtof affiliation jnoney collected in 
Kngland by the Army in 1000 was £1,217, of which £208 was for., 
new cases. Further, £071 was collected nnd paid over for mainfeh- . 
ancc lo deserted wives. Liltle or none of this money would hava 
uccn forthcoming but for its ejLflgo. 

nOW YOUXG WOMEN FAiX. 

Mrs. Draimvcll Booth informed mo that there exists a class 
of young mra mo=t of them in tho employ of tradesfolk, who habit- 
ually amusn themselves by getting servant girls into trouble, often 
under a promise or m&rriagc. Then, if* tho usual results follow, it 
is common for these men to mdvo away to another town, biking : 
their references with them and. sometimes under a now name, to 
repeal the process there. She was of opinion that tho age or con- 
sent ought lo be raised tn eighteen at least, a course' Tor which 
there is much 10 be said. Also sho thought, and this is more con- 
troversial, that when any young girl has been seduced under pro- ■ 
mi^c of marriage, the seducer should bo liable to punishment 
nniler the primmM hw. Of course-, one of tho difficulties hero ■ 
would be to prove Ihe promise of marriage beyond all reasonable 
doubl. 

Also to tiring such matters within the cojjniaanrjc of tho crim- 
inal law would be a now nnd, indeed, a dangerous departure not 
nllogr[lu>r easy to justify, cspcrially as old magistrates like my- 
self, who have considerable experience of such cases must know, 
itj> not always [he man who is to blame. Personally, I inclino 
to ihe view that if the age of consent were raised, ami* the contri- 
bution exacted, from the putative- father of an illegitimate child 
made proportionate to big meuns nnd not limited, as it is now, to 
a maximum or fis. n week, the criminal law might well be left out 
or the (pcrcluiu.
